VILLAGER CALLS 

FOR EDDC DELAY 


Would-be MP wants council to wait for 
report before making planning decision

AN AXMOUTH resident is calling on the district 
council to delay the decision to decide on the Tesco, 
Sainsbury’s and Axe Riverside Company planning 
applications for Seaton. 

Dr Jon Underwood, would-be MP for the Honiton and 
Tiverton Liberal Democrats, says Seaton does not need a 
Tesco and believes East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
should wait until a report published by the Competition 
Commission is released before making a decision. 

The report, due out on October 5th, would highlight the 
need to block supermarket developments by retailers 
already powerful in a local area, in order to make room for 
competing stores from rival retailers. 

Dr Underwood said: “It will be obvious to everyone that 
Tesco has a stranglehold on the grocery markt right across 
east Devon. It would be astonishing and negligent if the 
council were just to wave the plans through without 
waiting to see what this report has to say. The council must 
do the responsible thing and delay the decision.” 

Dr Underwood added that he would consider legal action 
if the council approves something that could subsequently 
be ruled out on competition grounds. 


He said: “It’s certainly worth exploring the idea — after 
ah Tesco seem very fond of using the courts to get their 
way so I don’t see why I, as a local resident, can’t do the 
same. However, it shouldn’t be necessary. There are plenty 
of other compelling reasons to reject this development, 
beyond the threat to annihilate competition in the grocery 
market. The council must give Seaton’s long-term interests 
the highest priority when they eventually decide.” 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “We do not consider that 
the present status of the Competition Comission’s (CC) 
findings should have any material effect on the three 
applications shortly to be considered in Seaton. 

“All the applications are due to go to committee in 
September as scheduled. EDDC is aware of the CC 
deliberations but how this might work in practice has not 
yet been finalised. It is unlikely that any new planning 
rules will be in place in the near future, as there will 
probably need to be a further consultation exercise with 
Local Planning Authorities. 

“In any event, any new rules are unlikely to be applied 
retrospectively to applications already submitted. All three 
applicants are keen for the applications to be determined 
and they are not suggesting any further period of abeyance 
pending the final order being published by the CC.”

SEATON Town Council has 
defended its decision to 
purchase Willoughby House. 

Residents in the seaside resort 
have voiced their anger and 
frustration at an apparent lack of 
consultation by the town council 
over the £275,000 purchase. 

In order to fund the purchase the 
council will take out a loan of 
£500,000. Repayments on the 
loan will be made over the next 25 
years at just over £16,500 every 
six months. 

Now mayor of the town, Sandra 
Semple, has gone on record and 
said the move will benefit Seaton 
in the long term. 

Speaking to this newspaper she 
said: “In the 1980s, Seaton town 
councillors attempted to buy a 
building in order to move from the 
one room that they occupied in 
the town hall — they did not 
succeed. 

“Had they done so, the building 
would now belong to the town and 


be one of its assets. The same 
thing happened in the 1990s — 
again they did not succeed. 

“It seems there are four main 
reasons why people are upset 
about a possible purchase of 
Willoughby House. First -— the 
lack of consultation, second — 
the price, third — the effect it 
might have on the town hall, and 
fourth — why we cannot instead 
rent shop premises in the town 
centre. 

“We could not consult on the 
purchase, because, had we done 
so, we would have lost the 
opportunity to bid for it. 
Regarding the cost — yes, there is 
a cost but once purchased 
Willoughby House will become a 
town asset — owned by the town. 
If the next town council felt that it 
was an inappropriate purchase 
they could sell it immediately, 
possibly at a profit. 

“It is hard to see how the town 
council moving from one very 
small rented room should have 
any effect other than to have one 
more room available for hire. 


“Others have asked why we do 
not rent shops in the town centre 
instead. 

“This would necessitate an 
outgoing of at least £15,00 per 
year for the shop(s) in question — 
slightly less than half the cost of 
the repayments for Willoughby 
House. We would be, as now, 
tenants at the mercy of a landlord. 

“If we bought Willoughby 
House, our office could be open 
Monday to Friday 9am until 5pm, 
we could have space for a 
registrar of births, deaths and 
marriages, there would be full 
access to the town council offices 
for disabled people, rooms and 
offices could be hired out for 
income and business growth, and 
we could use the considerable 
land at the back to the benefit of 
the community, who would be 
consulted.” 

A public meeting is set to be 
held in the town hall tonight from 
7pm. The meeting has been called 
by residents who are opposed to 
the purchase of Willoughby 
House.

Charity concerns as 
businesses muscle in

“ALL bags you are asked to fill are not for 
charity.” 

That is the message from a Colyton resident, 
and Consumer Direct South West agrees. 

Sally Noseda, of Queen’s Square, is 
concerned that charities are missing out on 
much-needed donations because commercial 
companies are muscling in. 

By airing her fears in public, she hopes to 
increase public awareness about the situation. 

Plastic bags and leaflets are every now and 
then delivered to homes for Third World 
clothing collections. 

But some are from commercial organisations 
who sell the clothes on for profit. 

Sally’s concern is that generous people may 
not realise they are donating to a commercial 
organisation as this is often only mentioned in 
the small print. 

She said: “It takes a cynical, and slightly 
jaded eye to read the leaflet carefully and 
interpret it correctly that the company is a 
commercial organisation who are actually 
going to sell the clothes to the poor. 

“They clearly work on the basis that an awful 
lot of kind and generous souls will assume that 
any company collecting for the Third World 
will be doing it as a charitable act and not as a 
commercial operation. 

“It is a sad fact that we have to ask charitable 
people to think twice before they donate to the 
poor or the Third World. 

“But I’m sure that they would rather be 
alerted to this situation so that they don’t feel 
that they have been misled and also make sure 
that the proper charities don’t lose out on 
much-needed donations.” 

Sally is not the only one concerned. This 


newspaper has also been alerted to the situation 
by people in Seaton, for example. 

Consumer Direct South West says it has taken 
a huge number of calls from concerned people. 

A spokesperson explained: “Consumer Direct 
South West has received nearly 500 calls in 
2009 reporting the dropping of clothing 
collection bags and leaflets through the door. 

“We received nearly 60 in August alone. 

“Charities often make use of doorstep 
collections to gather donations directly from 
people’s homes. 

“Consumer Direct suggests, however, that 
you read the plastic bag seeking such donations 
that slips through your letterbox very carefully. 

“The flyers may give the misleading 
impression that the items are being collected 
for charitable purposes. 

“In reality, the collections may be organised 
by commercial operators who sell the donated 
items for profit. 

“The misleading impression is in some 
instances reinforced by a reference to a 
registration number, which people may think is 
that of a registered charity but is in fact a 
limited company number.” 

Those in doubt can: 

• Contact the Charity Co mm ission helpline 
on 0845 300 0218 to check whether the 
collection is for, or on behalf of, a registered 
charity. 

• Contact their local authority to see if the 
collector has been licensed. 

• Give direct to a local charity shop instead or 
via the container at the local recycling point. 

The spokesperson added: “Reputable charity 
collections will bear the charity registration 
number and many will also carry the 
Association of Charity Shops Kitemark.” ♦ SALLY Noseda who lives in Colyton has con-

Local schools celebrate successful A-level results 


FIFTEEN Colyton Grammar School 
students will go on to study at Oxford 
or Cambridge. 

The school registered a 100 per cent pass 
rate, with 67 per cent of students achieving 
the top A grade and 88 per cent gaining A- 
B grades. 

Headteacher Paul Evans said: “It is 
pleasing to see the recognition of the hard 
work of students supported by their parents 
and teachers in today’s results. 

“The focus can fall on the performance of 
the very high achieving students but 
everyone has worked hard to meet their 
personal goals and is able to confidently 
make the next step into higher education.” 

A school spokesperson added: “Virtually 
all students have secured places at a range 
of prestigious universities, including 15 
who will go on to study at Oxford or 
Cambridge.” 

Amongst excellent performers at A-level 
were: Rebecca Hallett with five A grades, 
two Distinctions and one Merit in 
Advanced Extension plus Distinction in the 
English Baccalaureate Diploma; Francesca 
Aquilina with five A grades and two 
Distinctions; Dan Johnson with five A 
grades and one Distinction; Daniel Cowen 
with five A grades and one Merit; Billy 
Hesmondhalgh five A grades. 

Students at Axe Valley Community 
College also achieved a 100 per cent pass. 

At least three A-C grades were achieved 
by 46 per cent of students. 

Among the highest performing students, 
based on points score, were Jenni Collins, 
Ed Perry and Oliver Smith. 

Headteacher Martin Smith commented: 
“I am delighted to see so many students 
exceed their target grades. I would also like 
to thank staff for their hard work. 


“Our students deserve extra praise 
because for three months of the year the 
Sixth Form Centre was being refurbished 
and they had to make do with temporary 
study facilities.” 

Students and staff at the King’s School in 
Ottery St Mary also celebrated. 

A third of all grades attained by students 
were grade A and 58 per cent of the grades 
were A to B. 

Straight As were achieved by 12 students 
and the overall pass rate has exceeded 99 
per cent. 

In a joint statement, headteacher Faith 
Jarrett and chair of governors Robin 
Mitchell said: “The results this year are 
superb and we are thrilled for the students 
who have worked so hard to achieve some 
truly outstanding results. 

“The vast majority will have achieved the 
grades needed for their future university 
place or employment.” 

Honiton Community College officials 
praised the hard work and commitment of 
its students and the continuous support 
given by staff. 

This year’s A-level results were 
described as “a good set of results”. 

All students were congratulated for their 
achievements, with particular mention for 
exceptional second year A-level 
performances of Caroline Hole, Tom 
Clemo, Rachael Olive, Leo Jefferson, Alex 
Beighton, Elisa Cunningham and Ruth 
Parker.

WASTE collection chiefs are stressing that food 
waste is, indeed, collected weekly. 

Householders in towns and villages receiving East 
Devon District Council’s (EDDC) upgraded waste 
collection service are praised for their “fantastic 
response”. But the council is also keen to iron out a few 
problems. 

The new system was introduced in Axe valley a year ago 
and a second phase — including Branscombe, West Hill, 
Ottery St Mary and Gittisham — was added in June this 
year. 

EDDC waste collection chiefs are pleased overall but 
also concerned that some householders appear to put out 
their food containers fortnightly. 

A council spokesperson said: “Keeping food waste for 
two weeks clearly negates the concept of the weekly 
collection regime, which was designed to avoid unpleasant 
smells and mould caused by decaying food. 

“The situation is exacerbated by some householders not 
wrapping their food waste in newspaper or special 
biodegradable bags when placing it in the indoor food 
caddy — as is suggested in the guidance leaflets 
distributed to every household. 

“This results in loose food waste attaching itself to the 
interior of the outdoor food waste containers. 

“This practice not only increases the chances of smells 
in the neighbourhood but is also a health and safety 
concern for the collection crews.” 

Councillor David Cox added: “We are extremely 
grateful to residents for the fantastic way the majority 
have responded to the opportunity for giving a huge boost 
to recycling rates in east Devon. 

“We are just asking a few to pay a bit more attention to 
wrapping their waste and putting it out weekly.”

“investment, facilities, jobs” and 
“affordable housing “ will come from 
Tesco — unlike the Sainsbury’s 
proposal, which includes no tourist 
beds or affordable housing. 

To do Tesco justice, it does not 
make these claims, so where has 
Name-and-Address-Supplied got 
them from? 

Tesco has put in two applications — 
a detailed one for now, and an outline 
one for later. 

The detailed application is for a “... 
retail store (5,996sqm gross) with 
petrol filling station ... assorted car 
parking, pedestrian and vehicular 
access and landscaping, “and they 
want to start building it as soon as 
possible. 

The outline application covers the 
rest of the site including the holiday 
village, and mentions “... housing, 
tourism, new public realm, petrol 
filling station, hotel, retail 
development with public open space 
and access”. However, Tesco is not 
going to build any of it itself! 

It is going to wait until the economy 
improves enough for someone else to 
come along and build it. And in the 
meantime, the land will lie derelict. 

There is another problem: all the 
Tesco land is part of the flood plain of 
the River Axe. 

Before it can build anything on it, it 
needs to raise the level by up to eight 
feet all across the site. 

That will require an enormous 
amount of infill — either five years of 
70 lorries a day or a potentially 
disruptive, fabulously expensive sea¬ 
borne operation for which it has not 
even applied for licenses. Even if it is 
successful in getting these licenses 
(and there is no guarantee that it will 
be) Tesco has estimated that it would 
take eight to 12 weeks by sea, not the 
one week mentioned by Brian Raine 
in another letter. 

This has serious implications for 
flooding in the town, and pollution 
and disruption of the Axe estuary. 

A Tesco executive complained at 
the recent exhibition in the town hall 
that no-one believed her. So, can’t we 
trust Tesco to do all these wonderful 


things for the town ? 

Regrettably, the answer must be no 
— and this is not specific to Tesco. 

Like any developer, Tesco is in 
business for profit, and the best way 
to do that is to promise the maximum 
and do the minimum. Once the store 
has been built, it will save a lot of 
money by forgetting all about the rest 
of it, leaving us with nothing but the 
ruins of the holiday village — which 
it is currently rapidly demolishing. 
But what else could be done with the 
land? Must it remain derelict? Not at 
all. 

If a flood plain is used for playing 
fields no infill is necessary, and Tesco 
could offer to swap this land (plus 
new clubhouses) for the smaller 
sports fields elsewhere in the town — 
and so extend our recreation space by 
a factor of four. It could then develop 
the old sports fields without infill, 
and recover their investment that way. 

This is a complicated situation, and 
Seaton Development Trust has spent 
many hours investigating it; so it is 
understandable that Name-and- 
Address-Supplied has got confused. 

Unfortunately, reality sometimes is 
complicated, and the future of our 
town demands that we all make a 
serious attempt to understand the 
issues before taking a position. 

I invite Name-and-Address- 
Supplied to join Seaton Development 
Trust and contribute to a balanced 
assessment of what is good for the 
town, rather than just the 
shareholders of Tesco. 

■ Normally I should ignore Tony 
Hill’s letter in Pulman’s View, August 
18th, but it tells a lie about me 
personally and I therefore claim the 
right of reply to correct it. 

I have mounted no legal challenges 
to Tesco, or to anybody else, and I 
should be glad if you would publish 
this correction. 

Correspondence about local affairs 
gives life and relevance to a paper, 
and much of your Letters page is 
excellent — like Phil Loggitt’s 
thoughtful and responsible 
contribution on food security. This 
makes it worth stepping over the 
dross with which it sometimes is 
contaminated.

Several 
members of the public called the 
police.

I am so grateful that they turned up 
and dispersed the trouble makers and 
secured the area.

The top that fits on top 
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From birds 
to snakes... 


IT’S all happening in Chard! From rare birds to 
snakes, the neighbouring town just a stone’s 
throw from east Devon is the certainly the place 
to be! 

First, two bird watchers at Chard Reservoir, Kevin 
Harris and Andy Grinter, came up trumps when they 
spotted a great white egret in the middle of August, a 
bird which is seldom recorded in this country. Found in 
south-east Europe and Asia, this dazzling white heron 
normally migrates to Africa, so this one obviously got 
its sat-nav wrong! On the same occasion the two lucky 
twitchers also saw (I nearly wrote spotted) a spotted 
redshank, another rarity, but not in the same league as 
the great white egret or heron. 

It is, perhaps, not altogether surprising that Chard 
Reservoir is attracting occasional rare birds as it has 
wetlands, reeds and a variety of fish and insects. 
Richard Lappage, Countryside Manager at South 
Somerset District Council, hopes that the work by 
rangers and volunteers to expand the reed-beds and 
generally improve the habitat will attract an even wider 
range of species to the water. 

Snakes in Chard? Well, yes, it seems, according to a 
newspaper report, that one simply can’t go shopping 
without finding a python in your bag! That at least was 
the rather unfortunate experience of Lesley Coles, 63, 
who, when she picked up her shopping bag from a 
cupboard was shocked to discover a three foot young 
python nestling in the bottom of the bag. Frightened of 
snakes, she telephoned for her daughter for help and 
eventually the RSPCA were called to deal with the 
reptile. It is thought that the snake, presumably an 
escaped pet, might have been living in the cupboard for 
several months. As pythons can grow up to 15 feet, it’s 
fortunate she found the snake when she did! The 
creature has now been re-homed. 

Adders, too, have been in the news with claims that 
several dogs have recently been bitten by these, our only 
poisonous snake. Dogs are, in fact, not infrequent 
casualties, for rooting around in cover, if they disturb an 
adder it is likely to retaliate. I once owned a German 
short-haired pointer which was bitten on the head and 
suffered massive swelling and discomfort from the 
poisonous snake injection, while a friend tells me that 
her horse was also recently bitten on a back leg. It is 
thought that the animal was lying down and an adder, 
disturbed by farming operations, slithered into the horse 
by mistake and then, frightened, bit it. 

Attacks on humans are rare and there are, I believe, 
few authenticated cases of death from an adder bite and 
even then there may have been an under-lying health 
problem. Normally, this snake has not the slightest 
desire to attack a human, but will make every effort to 
vanish into cover if disturbed. Unfortunately, ignorance 
about snakes still prevails, so that the totally harmless 
grass snake, which may grow up to three or four feet in 
length, is all too often confused with the adder. Last 
year I discovered a grass snake swimming in my pond, 
doubtless in search of frogs or newts, for it is a ready 
swimmer and will often be seen undulating through the 
water in search of prey. 

Whilst the grass snake lacks the poison fangs of the 
adders, it does have one defence mechanism which can 
prove unpleasant, as anyone who has tried to pick one 
up will discover. It is capable of producing a disgusting 
fetid stench, not unlike garlic, and which will usually 
guarantee that the handler puts it down immediately! 

Incidentally, whilst watching a cloud of butterflies 
avidly feeding on a buddleia in the garden, amongst the 
many small tortoiseshells, painted ladies, peacocks, red 
admirals and whites, I spotted a wall butterfly. Once 
common, this attractive little insect, with fritillary-like 
marks, is now quite rare and is certainly the first I have 
seen for several years.

WORSHIPPERS at Kilmington 
Baptist Church were invited to 
the annual Hemyock Baptist 
Church barbecue event. 

In March this year the Kilmington 
church suffered a serious fire to its 
premises and this prompted the 
Hemyock congregation to invite their 
Kilmington counterparts to the 
annual event. 

A spokesman said: “Hearing the 
Kilmington Baptist Church had 
suffered a serious fire to its premises 
leading to the loss of the main church 
building earlier in the year, the 
people at Hemyock wanted to show 
solidarity with the Kilmington 
congregation, and so invited them to 
join in.” 


AT a recent meeting of the 
Axminster Women’s Section, 
Royal British Legion, paramedics 
David Moulding and Nick Searle 
came along to talk about their 
work in the ambulance service. 

Firstly, they spoke of the great 
improvement and change there has 
been over the last 15 years within the 
ambulance service with new 
technology, equipment and response 
times. Recently, following funds 
raised from the Lifeline Appeal, a 
defibrillator, costing £24,000 was 
purchased. Dave Moulding 
demonstrated how this vital piece of 
equipment works. Once switched on, 
verbal instructions are given to the 
user as to how to fit pads to the 
patient’s chest and appropriate level 


of shock treatment required to 
resuscitate the patient. 

The equipment gives the paramedics 
an instant reading, which is relayed to 
the cardiologist in hospital, who, after 
checking the ECG, can pinpoint the 
blockage. 

This information, prior to the patient 
arriving at hospital, saves vital time 
and consequently lives. If the 
journey time is too great, particularly 
in rural areas, then the patient is 
transferred to hospital by Devon Air 
Ambulance, another invaluable 
service which is completely funded, 
annually, by public and business 
donations 

Ten to 15 years ago not all patients 
suffering a severe cardiac arrest 
would have survived the heart attack, 


or a long distance journey by 
ambulance to hospital in Exeter. 

Afterwards, we were allowed to 
inspect a modern fully equipped 
ambulance. 

Costing £200,000 each, these state- 
of-the art vehicles are fully equipped 
with vital drugs and equipment for all 
types of emergencies. The 
paramedics are required to check 
every item, every day, to ensure all 
equipment is in working order and 
every item used the day before is 
replaced prior to their shift starting. 

This check alone can take over 45 
minutes. 

Dave showed members a vital piece 
of equipment called the McGills 
forceps for checking and removing 
blockages in the throat, pointing out 


that all pieces of equipment are coated 
in a sterile solution. 

It takes five years to train 
paramedics, following initial training 
as technicians. 

Both Dave and Nick have been in 
the service for almost 30 years, 
following work in other areas, Nick 
for instance previously served with 
the A xm inster Fire Brigade. 

Members of the Women’s section 
are most grateful to both Dave and 
Nick giving up their off-duty time to 
come along and talk to us.

and ingenuity; look out for posters 
and notices at the local churches. 

Following closely on carnivals, 
churches will be celebrating harvest 
festivals. The first of these in the 
Colyton Benefice Churches is at St 
Andrew’s, Colyton, where there is to 
be a hot harvest supper, sweet and 
coffee or tea, followed by 
entertainment on Saturday, 
September 26th. Harvest 

Thanksgiving is on September 27th 
at 11am, and on Monday there will 
be a sale of produce in St Andrew’s 
Church.

Procession Committee 

HOW time flies, this year will be 44 years since 
the first Seaton Carnival. Despite the recession 
we are still going strong, and with all your help we 
can keep going for another 44 years, although I 
would think that the members of the committee 
will have changed a little by then. 

Over the years the weather has been kind to us. 
There have been exceptions, like the year we had 
to abandon the procession because of the torren¬ 
tial rain, which made the floats slip whilst coming 
down Sea Hill.

Luton - Vauxhall’s all new Astra will debut at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show on September 15 
with a highly competitive line-up of petrol and 
diesel engines boasting reductions in C02 
over almost all equivalent models in the cur¬ 
rent Astra range. 

The new model, which will be produced at the 
UK’s Ellesmere Port plant for all markets across 
Europe, will have an eight-engine range that 
promises to reduce combined C02 emissions 
and fuel consumption by around 10 per cent over¬ 
all. 

Highlighting Vauxhall’s continued strategy of re¬ 
ducing C02 emissions through engine capacity 
downsizing, an all-new 1.4-litre Turbo engine will 
join the range from launch, producing 140hp and 
200Nm of torque between 1,850 and 4,900rpm. 
This engine replaces the naturally aspirated 1.8- 
litre from the current range, yet features lower 
emissions, equal power and 15 per cent more 
torque. 

Completing the petrol line-up for the new Astra 
is a normally aspirated 1.4-litre unit emitting just 
129g/km of C02, and two 1.6-litre engines - one 
turbocharged, producing 180hp and the other an 
un-blown unit with 115hp. 

The Astra’s diesel range comprises 1.3-, 1.7- 
and 2.0-litre units, all of which feature common 
rail fuel injection and produce combined C02 
emissions of no more than 129g/km* (with man¬ 
ual transmission). Despite this, their power will 


range from 95hp to 160hp, allowing generous 
performance with optimum frugality. 

As with the Insignia, all Astra powerplants meet 
stringent Euro 5 emissions standards, and at a 
later stage an ecoFLEX model will be added to 
the range, achieving 109g/km of C02 on the 
combined cycle*. 

All Astras will be equipped with six-speed gear¬ 
boxes, with the exception of normally aspirated 
1.4- and 1.6-litre models and the 1.3-litre CDTi 
which employ a five-speed manual gearbox. A 
new, compact automatic transmission will be 
available for all petrol models.
